Dua is linked to Aqeedah 


- Only Allah can do 

- He is all hearing, all knowing, He is Al-Samee 

- He has power over everything 

- It connects the different dots of our Aqeedah together 


Dua is Ibadah: 


- Apparent: reward for the duas 

- Other aspect: It is a life style in terms of: 

People whose dua is accepted 

People whose dua is not accepted 
Factors that affect the acceptance of dua 
Factors that hinder the acceptance of dua 
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Manner of dua 


o If you combine them all, it is a life-style which encourages us to be close to 
Allah SWT 
o It also builds a attitude of humility 


Dua and Spirituality: 


- If we analyse the duas in the Quran and duas taught by the prophet PBUH, we 
note that they are rarely about the worldly things alone. 
- The following themes appear in the duas: 
Asking for the success in the hereafter 
Asking for being saved from the torment of grave and the hellfire 
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Remembering Allah SWT in whatever they see or come across (e.g. when 
seeing a mirror, when wearing new clothes, when seeing the moon) 
Asking for the nusrah of the community 

Asking for those things in dunya that facilitate the mission of the deen 
Being connected with Allah SWT and Him on their mind all the time 

It is an opportunity for us to review the things for which we are making 
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dua 


Topic 2: The forms of acceptance of dua: 


- The acceptance is not always in the giving of thing that one asked for; even one 
of the duas of the Prophet PBUH was not accepted 
- It can either be: 
o Given straight away 
o Given after some time (Allah SWT wants to hear you make prayer and 
bless you through it) 
Ward off affliction 
Write reward for you 
Give the reward in the hereafter 
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Benefit your offspring’s 


Topic 3: People whose duas are accepted

Practical work for the deen: 


- The one in the path of Allah 
- A person whose peers escaped from Jihad but he kept standing 


Spirituality: 


- Aperson who is always in Zikr 
- A person who wakes up for tahajjud 
- A person who sleeps in the state of purity 


Psychological health: 


- Sick person 
- Traveller 
- Oppressed person 


Love in relationships 


- Father (for his children) 
- Son 


Justice: 
- Just ruler 
Love in the society: 


- Those who love the creation of Allah: 

o Allah the Exalted says: "I only accept prayer from those who humble 
themselves before My greatness, do not act arrogantly towards My 
creation, spend their days in My remembrance, and do not persist in their 
sins at night. They feed the hungry, give shelter to the stranger, show 
mercy to the young, and respect the elderly. Such a person who asks of 
Me, I grant him, and when he calls upon Me, I respond to him, and if he 
pleads to Me, I have mercy on him. His likeness with Me is like the garden 


of paradise, whose fruits do not wither, and its state does not change."

Lack of spirituality: 


- Not reciting salawat upon the Prophet 
- Making dua for sin 
- Heedlessness 


Practical work and lifestyle: 


- Not backing the duas up with action 

- Not facilitating the acceptance by righteous deeds 

- Eating haram; including other people’s wealth 

- Putting one’s self in a bad condition deliberately (e.g. giving loan and not writing 
it down) 

- Drinking 

- Sinning 


Lack of correct belief: 
- Being impatient with prayers 
Lack of love and concern for others: 
- Breaking the ties of kinship 


- Making dua against one’s wife 
- Magic 


Topic 5: The times in which the dua is accepted: 
Spirituality: 


- When your heart is melted 
- Last part of the night 
- Insujood 


Practical work of Deen: 
- When you are in the path of Allah 
Obeying the Shariah injunctions: 


- Adhan 

- Between Adhan and Iqamah

- After the Salah 

- Why some people do it and some don’t 
- Four rakat before Zuhr 

- After Asr, especially on Fridays 

- When rooster calls in the morning
